Stir it frequently to keep it from burn- 
ing or sticking to the pan, After it has 
boiled some time drop a tablespoonful 
of it in a cupful of cold water. If it 
hardens and is brittle it is done. Then 
pour into shallow buttered pans, and 
Just as it begins to set score it with 
a knife in square tablets.
